AN  ACT 

Sopplementary  to  the  acts  concerning  the 
coasting  trade. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
(Congress  assembled,  '1  liat  for  the  more  com  e- 
»icnt  regulation  of  the  coasting  trade,  the  sea 
coast  and  navigable  rivers  of  tlie  United  States 
Ue,  and  hereby  are,  divided  into  two  great  dis- 
tricts ; the  first,  to  include  all  the  distiacts  on 
the  sea  coast  and  navigable  rivers,  between 
the  eastern  limitsof  the  United  States  and  the 
southern  limits  of  Georgia ; and  the  second  to 
include  all  the  districts  on  the  sea  coast  and 
navigable  rivers,  between  llie  river  I’erdido 
the  western  limits  qf  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  every 
ship  or  vessel,  of  the  burthen  ot  twenty  tons 
or  upwards,  licensed  to  trade  between  the  dif- 
ferent districts  of  the  United  States,  shall  be, 
and  is  hereby,  avithorized  to  carry  on  sueb 
trade  between  the  districts  included  wltliin 
tlie  aforesaid  great  districts,  respectively,  and 
between  a state  in  on*,  and  an  adjoining  state 
in  another,  great  district,  in  manner,  and  sub- 
ject only  to  the  regulations  that  are,  now  by 
law  required  to  be  observed  by  such  ships  or 
vessels,  in  trading  from  one  district  to  anoth- 
er in  the  same  state,  or  from  a district  in  one 
state  to  a district  in  the  next  mljoiiiliiK  state, 
any  thing  in  any  iaw  to  the  contrary  uoUiwith- 
standing. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  every 
ship  or  vessel,  of  the  burthen  of  twenty  tons  or 
Aipwards,  licensed  to  traue  ns  aforesaid,  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby,  reqaiircd,  ii.  trading  from 
one  to  another  great  • district,  other' tlian  be- 
tween a state  in  one,  and  an  ad  joining  state 
in  another,  great  district,  to  conform  to  and 
observe  the  regulatious,  -but,  at  the  time  of 
passing  this  act,  are-required  to  be  observed 
by  such  vessels,  in  trading  from  a district  in 
any  other  than  an  adjoining  state. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  tlie 
trade  between  the  districts  not  included  in  ei- 
ther of  the  two  great  districts  aforesaid,  skill 
AMiitinuc  to  be  cai-ried  on  in  the  same  manner 
and  subject  to  the  regulations,  already  provi- 
ded for  this  piiipose. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this 
act  shall  commence  and  be  in  force,  from  and 
after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  next  after  the 
passing  thereof.

AN  ACT 

In  addition  to  the  acts  prohibiting  the  SUcvc 
Trade. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  ansi  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  iti 
Congress  assembled.  That  the  president  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized, 
whenever  lie  shall  deem  it  expedient,  to  cause 
any  of  the  armed  vessels  of  tlie  United  .States 
to  be  employed  to  cruize  on  any  of  tlie  coasts 
of  the  United  States,  or  territories  thereof,  or 
of  the  coasts  of  .Africa,  or  elscw  here,  « here  he 
may  judge  attempts  m.vy  be  made  to  carry  on 
the  slave  trade  by  citizens  nr  residents  of  the 
United  States,  in  contravention  of  tlie  acts  of 
congress  prohibiting  the  s«iie,  and  to  instruct 
and  direct  the  commanders  of  all  armed  vessels 
of  the  United  States,  to  sieze,  take,  and  bring 
into  any  port  of  the  United  States,  all  ships  or 
vessels  of  the  United  States,  wheresoever 
found,  which  may  have  taken  on  board,  or 
w hich  may  be  intended  for  the  purpose  of  ta- 
king on  board,  or  of  transporting,  or  may 
have  transported,  any  negro,  mulatto,  or  jier- 
son  of  color,  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act,  entitled  “ an  act  in  addition  to 
an  act  to  prohibit  the  importation  of  slaves  in- 
to any  port  or  place  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States,  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  Janni^'y,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou, 
sand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  a..d  to  repeal 
certain  parts  of  the  same,”  or  of  any  other 
act  or  acts  prohibiting  the  trallic  in  slaves,  to 
be  proceeded  against  .according  to  law  ; And 
the  proceeds  ot  all  ships  and  vessels,  their 
tackle,  apparel,  and  furiiiltire,  and  the  goods 
.and  cfrccts  on  board  of  them,  which  shall  be 
so  seized,  prosecuted,  and  condemned,  shall 
be  divided  equaliy  between  the  United  States 
and  the  officers  and  men  wJio  shall  seize,  take, 
or  bring  the  same  into  port  for  condemnation, 
whether  such  seiztire  be  made  by  an  armed 
vessel  of  Abe  United  States  or  revenue  cutter 
thereof  : And  the  same  shaU,be  distributed  in 
like  manner  as  is  prov  ided  by  law  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  prizes  taken  from  an  enemy.  Pro- 
vided, That  Uie  oliiccrs  and  men  to  be  ciitilleil 
to  one  half  of  the  proceeds  aforesaid,  shall 
safe  keep  every  negro,  mulatto,  or  |icison  of 
color,  found  on  boanl  of  any  ship  or  vessel  so 
neizcd,  taken,  or  brouglit  into  port,  for  con- 
denmation,  and  shall  deliver  every  such  ne- 
gro, mulatto,  or  pci-soii  of  color,  to  the  mar- 
shal of  the  district  into  whicli  they  are  brought, 
if  into  a port  of  the  United  St-ates,  or,  if  else- 
where, to  such  person  or  persons  a.s  shall  hc 
lawfully  appointed  by  tlie  I’resldeiit  of  the 
'United  States,  in  tlie  manner  hereinafter  di- 
iietcd,  traiisihitting  to  the  I’rcsidciit  cf  the 


United  States,  as  soon  as  may  tie  after.such  de- 
livery, a de.scripllve'  list  of  such  negroes,  mu- 
lattocs,  or  persons  of  color,  that  lie  may  give 
directions  for  the  disposal  of  them.  And  pro- 
vid  further,  that  the  cominaiulei'S  of  such  com- 
missioned vessels,  do  cause  to  hC  apprehend- 
ed, and  taken  into  custody,  every  person  found 
on  board  of  such  vessel,  so  seized  and  taken, 
being  oi  the  officers  or  crew  tliercof,  and  him 
or  them  convey,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may 
be,  to  the  eivil  authority  of  the  United  States, 
to  hi*  iiroceeded  against,  in  ihie  course  of  law, 
in  some  of  the  disirlcts  lliereof. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
president  of  the  United  States  be,  ami  he  is 
iicrcby,  authorized  to  make  such  regulations 
and  arrangements,  as  hc  may  deem  c.xpedient, 
for  the  safe-keeping,  support,  and  removal  be- 
yond the  limits  of  tlie  United  Stales,  of  ail 
such  negroes,  mulaftoes,  or  persons  of  color, 
as  may  be  also  delivered  and  brought  within 
their  jurisdiction : And  to  appoint  a proper^ 
person  or  persons,  residing  upon  the  coast  of 
-Africa,  as  agent  or  agcnts,.4'or  receiving  the 
negroes,  miikttoes,  or  peraoivi  of  color,  deli- 
vered from  on  heard  vensek,  eivir.e'd  in  the 
proti  ertUon  ufthA  -.rf . e ttvde,  h eummanders 
of  the  United  States’  armed  vesse-ls. 

Sec. 3.  -Ind bei*furthe7'endeted,'\'\trd.a\sQwr\. 
ty  of  twenty-five  doiku  she  paid,  to  the  officers 
and  crews  of  the  commissioned  vessels  of  the 
United  States,  or  revenue  cutters,  for  each 
and  every  negro,  mulatto,  or  person  of  color, 
who  shall  have  been,  as  hei  cinbcfore  provided, 
delivered  to  the  marshal  or  agent  duly  ap-l 
pointed  1.)  receive  them  : .And  the  secretary  | 
of  the  treasury  is  lierehy  authorized  aqd  rv-, 
ijuired  to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  to  such  of-l 
liecrs  and  crews,  or  their  agmit,  the  aforesaid 
bounty,  for  each  person  deUvered  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  .ind  be  it  further  enacted.  That  wiieii  j 
any  citizen  or  other  peismi,  sliall  lodge  infor- 
mation, with  tjie  attorney  for  the  district  ol  a-j 
ny  state  or  territory,  as  the  ra-se  may  be,  that 
any  negro,  mulatto,  or  |)<:rson  of  color,  has 
been  imported  tlicreln,  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  acts  in  siicli  case  m^e  and  pro'i- 
ded,  it  shall  the  duty  of  thcs.aul  attoriiev  foitli. 
with  to  commence  a Jiroseculioii,  by  informa- 
tion ; and  procc.ss  shall  issue  against  the  per- 
son  charged  with  holding  such  negro,  negroes, 
mulatto,  nmlattocs,  ]>erson  or  persqiis  of  co- 
lor, so  alleged  to  be  imported  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  acts  aforesaid  : -And  if,  upon 
the  return  of  the  proscess  executed,  it  slial,  be 
ascci'laiiied,  by  the  verdict  of  a jury,  that 
such  negro,  negroes,  mulatto,  inul.ittoes,  per- 
son or  persons  of  color,  have  been  broiigbl  in, 
coiitrarv  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of 
the  acts  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  then  ' 
the  court  shall  direct  the  marshal  of  the  said 
dibliiet  to  take  the  said  negroi-s,  mulatloes, 
or  persons  of  color,  into  Ins  custody,  for  safe- 
keeping, subject  to  the  orders  of  the  I’resi- 
dent  of  the  Uiiite.I  .States.;  and  the  informer 
or  informers,  w ho  shall  b.ive  lodgi.J  the  infor- 
mutinii, shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  over  and 
above  tlie  portion  of  the  peiiaUic-s  accruing 
to  him  Of  tliem  by  by  the  provisiuns  of  the  acts 
in  such  case  made  and  provided,  a bounty  of 
fifty  dollars,  for  each  and  evt  i-y  ntgrn,  imilM- 
to,  or  person  of  color,  who  shall  have  been  de- 
livered  into  the  custody  of  the  marshal  i .and 
the  secretary  of  the  treasury  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid, 
tiic  aforesaid  bounty,  upon  the  ccrLinv.ate  of 
the  clerk  of  the  coui  l for  the  district  a here" 
the-prosccution  may  have  Ixieii  had,  willi  tlie 
seal  of  flu-  office  ihei  cto  aiinevcd,  st.aling  lhe| 
mimher  of  negroes,  nmlaltoes,  or  persons  of 
color,  so  delivered. 

Sec.  5.  -lud  be  it  firlher  r’lacled,  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commander  of  any 
armed  vessels  of  the  United  Slates,  wt-cnever 
hc  shall  make. any  capture  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  tv)  liringtlic  vessel  and  her  carjgo, 
for  adjudicalion,  into  some  of  the  poi-ts  of  the 
state  or  territory  to  which  siii  li  vessel,  so  c.ap- 
tured,  shall  belong,  it  he  can  asccrlain  the 
same  ; if  not,  then  to  he  sent  into  any  conveni- 
ent pi’i-t  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  6.  A.'  tl  be  i’  further  cutirted,  That  all 
such  acts,  or  parts  uf  act.i,  as  may  be  repug- 
nant to  the  provisions  of  Uiis  act,  shall  be,  and 
tire  v.ini"  arc  hereby,  ic-pcaled. 

Sec  7. . Ind  Ik  it  f a ther  utneted.  That  a sum, 
not  exceeding  one  hninired  thon.vund  dollms 
be,  and  the  same  is  hen  by,  appropriated  to 
carry  this  law  into  eIVcct.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Seunlr  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  Spates  of  .hnerfca  in 
Congress  assembled,  That,  in  cvoi-y  case  tifa 
purchaser  of  public  lambs  at  private  s.alc,  h.av- 
ing  entered,  ;vl  the  land  office,  a tract  difl'er- 
ent  from  that  he  intended  to  purchase,  and 
being'  dcsirqus  of  having  an  error  in  his  entry 
corrected,  hc  shall  make  his  application,  for 
that  purpose,  to  the  register  of  the  land  office; 
and  if  it  shall  appear,  from  teslimohy  S;itisfac- 
tory  to  the  register  and  receiv  er  of  public  mo- 
neys, tinvt  an  error  in  the  entry  has  been  made, 
and  that  the  same  was  oct  asioned  by  original 
incorrect  marks  made  by  tlie  surveyor,  or  by 
the  obliteration,  or  charge,  of  the  oiigin:d 
marks  and  miinbers  at  the  comers  of  the  tract 
of  land  : or  lhal  it  has  in  any  otherwise  arisen 
Iroiii  mistake  or  error  of  the  surveyor,  or  offi- 
ccra  of  the  hind  office  ; tlie  said  register  'and 
receiver  of  public  moneys  sh.dl  report  the 
c.ase,  witli  the  testimony,  and  tlieir  opinion 
thereon,  to  the  secreUin  of  the  tretisury,  w ho 
sliidl  luivc  power  to  direct,  if  in  his  opiiiioii  it 
shall  be  pro])er,  that  the  pnrrhascr  shall  beat 
Ubefty  to  w'itlulrjw  the  entry  so  erroneously 
made,  and  Unit  the  moncj  s v.hii  li  lia.l  lit-tii 
paid,  sli;.ll  be  applied  in  the  pmeba.se  of  ortici- 
lands  in  the  same  district,  or  credited  in  tlie 
pay_nieiit  for  otiicf  lands  wliieli  sb.ill  have  been 
pui  cluesed  at  the  same  ofiice.

conveniently  into  the  volume.  All  other  print- 
ing with  a Small  I'll  a type,  on  roy  al  paper,  in 
pages  of  the  same  size  as  those  of  the  lust  edi- 
tion of  the  laws  of  tile  United  States,  including 
the  fnarginal  notes. 

And  tile  follow  iilg  prices  shall  ’ue  allOvvcd 
and  paid  for  the  above  described  v ork  : l-'or 
the  composition  of  every  page  of  bitl.s,  one

M'ht.«eas  certain  hHIcIcs  of  a convention,

Cherokee  nation  of  In^lians,  were  concluded 
and  si^ied,  al  the  ci»v  of  Washington,  on  the 
twenty-seventh  day  of  Kebrnary,  in  the  year  of 
om*  Lonl,  one  thonsand  eight  luiiulred  and 
nineteen,  hy  John  C.  ( Calhoun,  secretary  of 
war,  on  the  pail  of  the  said  United  States,  and 
certain  chiefs  ami  head  men  of  the  said  nation, 
on  the  part  and  in  behalf  of  the  said  nation  ; 
which  articles  are  in  the  words  following,  to 
wit : 

Articles  of  a convention  made  betw  een  John 
C.  Calhoun,  secretary  of  war,  being  specially 
aiuhorized  therefor,  by  t .e  president  of  the 
United  Slates,  and  the  undcrsi,;ncd  chiefs  ar.d 
head  luen  of  the  Cherokee  r.MJou  of  Indians, 
duly  authorised  and  empo  wered  by  said  nation 
at  tl;e  city  of  aihrnglon,  on  tii-*  tweniy-sc- 
vcnlh  day  of  Februar\ , in  the  year  of  our 
Ixrvl  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine- 
teen. 

Wliereas,  a greater  part  of  the  Cljerokec  na- 
tio!i  lute  cxprtsscd  an  earnest  desire  to  re- 
main on  this  side  of  the  MtsrJasippl,  and  be- 
ing desirous,  in  order  to  commence  those  m a- 
surcs  wliich  iId-'V  deem  necessary  to  the  civiU 
i/alio:i  and  preservation  of  tin  ir  nation,  tJiat 
the  treaty  betw  een  the  United  olutcsand  them, 
signed  tlie  8th  of  July,  1-d?,  iniglit,  without 
fiirilicr  delav,  or  the  trouble  or  expense  of  ta- 
king the  census,  as  stipuhUed  >n  the  said  trea- 
ty, be  Hiially  adjusted,  have  ofiered  to  cede  to 
tlie  United  Sta'esa  tract  of  country  at  least 
as  extensile  as  that  whicii  thry  probably  arc 
entitled  to  under  its  provisions,  the  r«»;*tract- 
ing  parlies  Iiavc  agreed  to  and  concluded  the 
follow  ir.g  arbeles : 

Art.  1.  ']  he  CtiCiokec  TivVton  cedes  to  the 
Un:l' d btatc  i all  of  Ihcir  lar.d.s  lying  north  and 
cast  of  tliC  follow'iv.g  line,  \i/, : Beginning  on 
the  J’eimcs.see  river,  at  the  point  where  the 
C liorokcc  boundary  v.  iMi  Madison  county,  in 
thii  Alabama  territory,  joins tlic.sume  ;lhence 
along  the  main  chaniicl  of  said  river  to  the 
nitmih  (»f  thr  Highwassce : thence  along  the 
' main  channel  t»»  the  fust  hilt  which  closes  in 
un  said  river,  about  t.vo  miles  above  Ilighr  us- 
'see  Old  Tow  n ; tlicn<*e  along  the  ridge  which 
divides  the  waters  Of  llsc  llighwassce  atul  Uit-

nation  j and  it  is  also  un.h  ^ood,  that  the  re- 
servations ccntaiiicd  irt  the  2d  article  oV  tl«c 
liTaty  of  'lellifo,  s-.giiod  the  2.Uh  'ober, 
IbOj,  an.l  a tr.act  equal  to  t;.  l ive  inilessqu.are, 
to  be  located  by  tominenciiig  ut  ti«e  point- 
formed  by  the  intersectiofi  of  tiie  houiidary 
line  of  Madison  county,  already  mentioned, 
and  the  nonli  bank  of  tlie  Tennc3.scc  river, 
tl'.encc  along  ll.“  t-aid  Un anil  up  tin  said  ri- 
ver twelve  miles,  arc  ceded  to  ibe  l/oite<l 
States,  in  trust  for  the  tdiatokee  mation  as  a 
sciii'ol  ford,  to  be  sold  by  ihe  I'nue.l  State** 
am!  tile  pnifctuN  veMcd,  us  is  hercaftAT  provi- 
ded,iu  the  fourth  ficle  of  tliis  treaty ; and, 
also,  tliiit  the  rights  v src<rm  liie  lh)ic,ci  'I'urn- 
pike  Company,  by  tne  Cherokee  nation,  ac- 
cording to  ccrtiiied  copies  of- the  instruments 
sccuringthc  right,  and  licrcwidi  annexed,  are 
not  to  be  aiTcclcd  by  this  treaty  ; and  it  is  fur- 
tlier  understorKl  and  agreed  by  the  said,  par- 
ties, tint  the  land  i hereby  ceded  by  the  Cher- 
okee nation,  arc  in  full  satisfaction  </f  all  claims 
w hi<  li  the  United  States  have  on  them,  on  ac- 
count of  the  c'-^slon  to  apart  of  tlieir  nation 
who  liavc,  or  may  hereafter  cmigr.itc  to  the 
Arkansas  ; and  this  treaty  is  a Umd  adju5t* 
iiicnt  of  that  of  the  8lh  of  July,  *317. 

Art  2. 'i  he  United  States  agree  to  pny,  ac- 
coi-iling  to  the  siipmadons  contained  in  ti,c 
treaty  of  tlie  8ih  iTJuIy.  lol7,  for  .dl  iiTqjrov  o- 
nients  ou  land  lying  within  the  country  ceded 
by  tlie  Chcrokccs,  wliicli  adxl  real  value  to  the 
land,  and  do  agree  to  allow  a vescrvuil<»n  of 
six  litmUrcd  ami  fortv  acres  to  each  hca  I cf  a- 
ny  ti'.dian  family  resicibig  w itliin  the  ccdcil  ter- 
rito:*)',  tho.se  enrolled  for  tlie  Arkaiisr.w  ex- 
cepted, w ho  choose  to  become  citizens  of  the 
thiitcd  Slates,  iu  tiic  maimer  stipulated  ii. 
said  treaty. 

Art.  3.  Ills  also  understood  and  agreed  hy 
ihc  contracting  partii-s,  that  a reservation,  in

to  be  persons  of  imhistrv.  ami  cnpalile  of  man- 
aging <hcir  property  with  dis«'rrticni,  and  have, 
wiili  f.nv  e\ceptji>ns,  maulc  con  ddcraMc  im- 
provements on  the  tracts  reserved.  'I'he  ix*- 
rcrv.vVions  air!  in.ule  on  cumUfion  that  tIio.se 
for  w hom  they  arc  hitciidCil,  sliall  nolily  in 
writing  to  the  ag'^nt  for  the  Oicrokcc  nation, 
w illiia  .si.x  mo^Uhs  after  tlie  ratilication  of  this 
treaty,  that  it  is  tbeir  intention  to  continue  to 
iv»iiic  pernianeiuiy  on  ijic  land  reserved. 

The  rcsci  valion  for  lAivvis  Ross,  so  to  be 
laidofTas  to  include  his  Iiousc,  rnu  out  l-uild- 
ing.i,  and  fciTy  adjoining  t!»e  Cherokee  ugen- 
cv,  resowing  to  the.  United  Sla<e«  ail  the  pub- 
lic propel  ty  there,  aitd  the  contimunce  of  Jiioj 


said  agency  where  it  now  is,  during  the  plea- 
sure ot  the  gcvcrmnciil ; and  Major  Walker’s, 
so  as  to  include  his  dwelling  house  ainl  ferry  ; 
lor  Major  Walker  an  additional  reservation  is 
made  of  t^ix  hundred  and  forty  acres  square, 
to  include  his  ^rist  and  saw  mill ; the  land  is 
poor,  and  principally  valuable  foi  its  limber, 
in  addition  to  t)ic  aljovc  reservations,  the  fol- 
lowing arc  made,  in  fee  rimide,  the  pei*sons 
for  whom  they  arc  intended  not  residing  on 
the  same  : 'I'o  Cabbin  Smith  six  hundred  and 
foity  acres,  to  be  laid  ofi’  in  equal  ]>arts,  on 
both  sides  of  his  ferry  on  Tellico,  commonly 
called  Illair’s  fen  ; to  John  Uoss,  six  hun- 
dred and  forty  acres,  to  be  laid  ott  sO  as  to  ui- 
clude  the  iJig  Island  in  'I’cunessee  river,  be- 
ing the  ilret  below  Tellico — w hich  tracts  of 
land  were  given  many  years  since,  by  the  Che- 
rokee nation,  to  them  ; to  Mrs.  liliza  Boss, 
btep  dauglitcA’  of  Major  Walker,  six.  hundred 
and  forty  acrc.ssquare,  to  be  located  on  Uie  ri- 
ver below  and  adjoining  Major  Walker’s;  to 
Margaret  Morgan  bi.xhundrcAiand  forty  aci’cs 
square,  to  be  located  on  the  west  cf,  and  ad- 
joimng  James  Uilcy*^  rescwaiion ; to  <ieoi*gc 
Harlln  six  hundred  and  fortv  acres  square,  to 
be  located  wc-st  of,  xind  adjoining,  the  reser- 
vation of  .Margaret  Moi’f^an  ; to  James  l*owry 
six  hundred  uml  forty  acres  t^uarc,  to  be  lo- 
cated at  Ci-ow*  .Mockfci  s’s  old  place,  at  the  foot 
of  (mnibcihiuil  mountain  ; to  Susannali  Low- 
ry six  hundred  and  forty  ticrcs,  to  he  located 
at  tiic  toll  bridge  on  Battle  creek ; to  Nicho- 
las Hyers  six  hundred  :uid  forty  acres,  iuclu- 
ding the  .Tocjua  l-iUuul,  to  be  JocAted  on  tlie 
north  bank  of  the  'rennetisee,  opposite  to  said 
ialand. 

Art.  4.  I'hc  United  St.atcs  stipulate  that  the 
reservations,  and  the  tract  reservedfor  a school 
fund,  in  the  fust  article  of  this  treaty,  shall  be 
Isurvcved  and  sold  in  thesaiiic  maimer,  and  on 
the  same  terms,  vviih  the  public  lands  of  tlio 
Ihiitcd  States,  and  tiii‘  proceeds  vested,  under  . 
the  direction  of  the  presiilcnt  ofibe  United 
Stales,  in  tiie  sto.k  of  the  United’  Slates,  or 
such  other  stock  as  lie  may  ilccmmost  aJvan- 
tageou.H  to  the  Cherokee  nation.  The  inter, 
csl  or  (lividcihl  on  s-.ul  .?tock,  shall  he  applied, 
under  liis  direction,  in  the  manner  wliich  hc 
shall  judge  bevst  i ulculated  to  diftuse  the  bene- 
fits of  education  a.nong  the  Cherokee  nation 
on  this  side  of  tlie  Missi.ssippi. 

Art.  5.  It  is  agreed  that  such  boundar}’  lines 
as  may  be  necessary  to  dosignalc  the  lands  ce- 
ded by  the  first  ai  tide  of  tais  treaty,  may  be 
run  by  a com^rJi^^4ione^  or  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  tlie  Trcsidcnl  of  the  United  States, 
w hoslipll  be  acconi])anicd  by  such  commission- 
-ersasthe  Uhrokces  may  appoint,  du«*  notice 
thereof  to  be  given  to  the  nation  ; andthat  the 
leases  wliich  have  been  maxle  under  the  treaty 
of  the  8th  of  July,  1817,  ofland  lying  within 
tlic  portion  of  country  reserved  to  the  Clier- 
ok_*e«5,  to  bo  void  ; and  that  all  vvlnto  people 
w ho  have  intruded,  or  may  hcrcul'itr  intrude, 
on  tiie  lands  reservedfor  ihc  Chcroktes,  shall 
be  removed  by  tlie  United  States,  and]>rocecd- 
cd  again', ‘ according  to  the  iirovisions  of  the 
ftot  aoih  ctilKtl  “an  act 

to  lut-iilate  tra<’u;a:i(l  intercourse  with  the  In- 
dian tribes,  and  to  preserve  peace  on  llie 
fxonticn  ’’ 

Art.  C.  'I’hc  contracting  parties  agree  tliat 
the  annuity  to  the  (Jbciokcc  nation  shall  be 
paid,  t .vo  thirds  to  ttic  i^lierokees  east  of  the 
.Missis.itppi,  ami  <me  third  to  the  Clicrokecs^ 
w est  of  ilut  riviT,  as  is  estimated  that  those 
vvhol.avc  cmigra  id,  and  who  have  enrolled 
for  cmignilion,  constitute  one-third  of  tiie 
whole  nation;  but,  if  the  Clierokccs  west  o! 
tlic  .Mississippi,  object  to  tills  distriliution.  ot 
whicli  due  notice  sball  be  given  ibcm,  btfcrc 
tlic  cxpiraiion  of  one  year  M ter  the  ratihcalirn 
of  111  V treaty,  Ihvii  the  cinais,  scdely  for  dis- 
iriiiuting  the  aiumiiy.  sii.dl  be  taken  at  such 
thnvN.  :.iid  in  such  maniur,  as  the  president  of 
the  United  S(aUs  may  d*  signatc. 

Art.  7.  The  t'ni’cd  States,  in  order  to  af- 
ford the  (dicr  ilA '3cs  who  reside  on  the  lands 
ceihd  by  liiis  treaty,  time  to  cultivate  their 
crop  next  s'lminrr,  and  for  tliose  who  do  noi 
choose  to  take  l escn ations,  to  rtniovr,  Lind 
thcms.dvcs  to  )>rcvc:iL  the  intrusion  of  their, 
citizens  ou  th^  ceded  Und  before  the  liiat  of 
January  ivext. 

Art.  8.  Tld.s  treaty  to  be  hiiiAlingon  the  con- 
tracting patties  !*.s  .soon  as  it  is  ratified  by  the 
piesidciit  ofllic  United  States,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.

oFculi.iva>ing  all  the  ground  contained  in  the 
bend  on  tlie  north  side  of  Tennessee  river,  op- 
posite .and  bcloA'  Choiita  old  Town,  together 
'witli  the  liberty  to  erect  a ^ist  mil!  on  four 
mile  creek,  for  tlie  use  and  benefit  of  said  road, 
and  the  Clierokees  in  the  neighborhood  tliere- 
of ; for  tli'  in,  tlie  s;Ud  Byers,  Henley , and  Rus- 
sell, to  liaic  and  to  hold  the  above  prii  ileges 
during  tlie  term  of  lease  of  the  Unieoi  road, 
also  obtained  from  tile  Cherokces,  and  sanc- 
tioned by  the  jircsUleiit  of  the  Unit;  d States.

TubUc  Sentiment. 

The  following  are  the  resolutions  adopted  al- 
most unanimously  by  upwards  of  six  hundred 

citizens  of  Mason  county,  held  at  Washing- 
ton on  the  Slst  ultimo  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  to  the  great  increse 
of  Banking  establishments  thrrjughout 
the  U.  S.  and  particularly  in  this  com- 
monwealth, may  be  traced  the  oi  iginal 
cause  of  the  pressure,  which  is  experi- 
enced by  a large  portion  of  our  citizens. 
That  they  have  contributed  to  bring  on 
and  aggravate  the  existing  pressure  by 
conducing  to  an  importation  and  con- 
sumption of  foreign  merchandise,  great- 
ly beyond  the  real  wants  of  the  country, 
and  by  encouraging  extravagant  specu- 
lations in  town  lots,  and  other  real  pro- 
perty. A'ays  3. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  pressure  has 
been  more  immediately  produced  by  the 
passage  of  the  late  acts  chartering  forty- 
six  new  banks,  with  a capital  of  eight 
millions  eight  hundred  ami  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars ; thereby  creating  a new  dc 
mand  for  upwards  of  a iniilicn  of  specie, 
to  supply  them  with  only  one  eighth  of 
their  capital  in  gold  and  silver.  [TVays  2 .] 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  supply  of  this 
quantity  of  specie  necessarily  produced 
great  run  upon  the  state  bank  for  gold 
and  silver  which  could  be  met  only  by 
taking  immediate  steps  to  withdraw  from 
circulation  a large  portion  of  its  circu- 
lating paper — a measure  of  prudence 
and  necessity,  which  could  be  accom- 
plished in  no  other  way  than  by  consid 
erable,  but  gradual  calls  upon  its  debt- 
ors. .Vay  I. 

4.  Resolved,  That  from  these  causes 
the  only  circulating  medium  of  the  state, 
in  which  entire  confidence  was  reposed, 
has,  ill  a great  measure,  been  withdrawn 
from  circulation  ; and  the  independent 
banks  cannot  supply  its  place  by  the 
omission  of  their  jiaper:  1st,  because 
they  have  not  a sufficient  specie  capital 
to  enable  them  to  throw  it  into  circula- 
tion ; and  2ndly,  because  the  public  have 
not  such  a degree  of  confidence  in  it,  as 
to  render  it  useful  as  a general  circula- 
ting medium  for  the  state.  Afii/  1. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  most  cordially 
agree,  with  the  Franklin  resolutions,  that 
the  conduct  of  the  banks  has,  in  a great 
degree,  contributed  to  produce  the  pre- 
sent distress ; but  we  view  w ith  anxiety; 
Ave  contemplate  with  horror ; we  depre- 
cate as  madness,  a resort  to  that  very 
policy,  as  a remedy,  which  has  produ- 
ced so  much  distress,  and  so  many  evils, 
and  which, instead  of  alleviating,  inustla- 
mentably  increase  the  evils  that  it  pre- 
tends to  remedy.  Ununimously. 

.6.  Resolved,  That  as  citizens  of  Ken- 
•tucky,  we  view  with  abhorrence  thcre- 
commendatiun  of  measures  tending  to, 
prostrate  the  character  of  our  state  ; to 
tarnish  its  wel)  earned  fame  ; to  make 
our  state  bank  paper,  ivhicli  Uas  hither- 
to supported  an  unblemished  reputation, 
a repo;ach — the  sport  of  brokers;  the 
prey  of  speculators  and  shavers  : — and 
we  solemnly  protest  against  the  adoption 
of  measures,  which  are  calculated  to  des- 
troy all  confidence  in  our  Ctvn-circula' 
ting  medium.  Unanimously. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  rage  for  Specu- 
lation, widen  has  pervaded  the  country, 
and  now  threatens  it  with  serious  ca- 
lamity originated  in  the  towns,  whence 
came  also  the  clamour  for  an  increase  of 
banks,  the  fictitious  value  of  property, 
the  disregard  of  economy,  and  the  un- 
wise preference  of  foreign  to  domestic 
manufactures  : and  although  the  evil  has 
in  some  measure  infested  the  -whole  com- 
munity, its  consequences  are  likely  to 
fall  most  heavily  upon  those  with  whom 
the  cause  originated.  But  greatly  as 
■wedeplore  the  distress  of  any  part  cf  our 
fellow  citizens,  we  arc  constrained  to  be- 
lieve, that  the  out-cry  for  a remedy  has 
taken  its  rise  where  the  disease  com- 
menced, and  is  father  the  voice  of  the 
speculating,  than  the  substantial  inter- 
ests of  the  country.  Unntiimously. 

fl.  Resolved,  That  the  citizens  of  ?;Ia- 
son  county  are  willing  and  determined 
to  listen  to  one  lesson,  taught  them  by 
direful  experience,  on  the  present suject. 

It  is  but  a short  time  since  they  were 
told  that  the  creation  of  forty  or  fii'ty 
new  banks,  would  relieve  the  counti7 
from  all  pressure;  that  it  would  pro- 
duce an  increase  of  the  actual  wealth 
and  commerce  of  the  country  ; that  eve- 
ry article,  raised  for  exportation,  would 
command  an  advanced  price.  These 
banlts  were  cliertcred  ; have  gone  into 
operation  ; have  issued  'their  paper  as  a 
ciiculating  medium  of  the  country,  to 
the  exclusion,  in  a great  measure,  of  all 
actual  cash,  and  every  thing  else  that 
was  coirsidered  as  an  equivalent.  What 
has  been  the  result!  The  Franklin  reso- 
lutions furnisii  at  once  the  answer  and 
the  comment.  Unanimously. 

,9.  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of 
this  meeting,  the  suspension  ol  specie 
payments,  by  the  banks,  is  a measure 
pregnant  with  the  most  alarming  conse- 
quencesi  and  one  which  they  deprecate 
as  attendant  with  evils  of  infinitely  great- 
er magnitude  than  any  which  we  can 
possilily  experience  under  the  .present 
stale  of  things.  Unanimously. 

■10.  Resolved,  That  banks  ought  to  be 
established  upon  a solid  capital ; and  that 
when  they  suspend  payment,  or  refuse 
to  redeem  their  paper  with  gold  and  sil- 
vcc,  they  are  no  longer  entitled  to  the 
confidence  of  the  people.  Unanimously. 

11.  Resolved,  That  an  extraordinary 
convention  of  the  legislature  is  not,  in 
the  opinion  of  this  meeting,  necessary. 
Unanimously . 

12.  Resolved,  That  this  meeting  most 
cordially  concurs  with  that  lately  held  in 
Franklin  county  in  recommending,  “ that 
a prudent  and  rigid  economy  be  observed; 
the  consumption  of  foreign  articles  oi 
luxury  and  nianufactures  diminished  ; 
home  manufactures  encouraged,  the  an- 
nual expenditures  of  individuals  lessen- 


ed so  as  to  enable  them  by  industry  and 
frugality  to  pay  off  old  arrearages  with- 
out accumulating  new  debts.  Unani- 
mously. 

13.  Resolved,  That  v/c  invite  the  at- 
tention of  the  people  of  the  diflerent 
counties  to  these  subjects,  and  earnestly 
recommend  that  the  meetings  for  this 
purpose  should  be  as  numerous  as  pos- 
sible ; and  we  further  recommend  a call 
of  general  meetings  in  those  counties 
where  a few  only  have  met,  that  the  real 
sense  of  the  people  of  Kentucky  may  be 
expressed.  Unanimously. 

14.  Resolved,  That  we  do  not  absolve 
the  state  bank  and  its  brandies,  and  the 
United  States’  bank  and  its  branches, 
from  being  instrumental  in  causing  the 
pressure  complained  of  in  the  Franklin 
resolutions — for  we  have  not  forgotton 
that  on  a late  occasion,  the  bank  of  Ken- 
tucky and  its  brandies  suspended  specie 
payments  in  consequence  of  the  enor- 
mous and  unexpected  demands  of  the  U. 
S.  bank  and  its  branches.  jVay  1 . 

15.  Resolved,  That  Adam  Beattys 
John  Chambers,  Marshall  Key,  David 
V.  Hannells,  James  A.  Vaxton,  and  Ro- 
bert Taylor  jun.  be  appointed  a com- 
mittee to  correspond  with  the  people, 
and  corresponding  committees  of  the 
other  couiuies,  on  the  subject  of  the  fore- 
going resolutions.  Unanimously.

At  a meeting  of  a respectable  number 
of  the  citizens  of  Washington  county,  in 
Lebanon,  on  Saturday,  the  28th  of  May, 
18 19,  agreeably  to  previous  notice,  and 
in  pursuance  of  the  request  of  the  cor- 
responding committee  appointexl  by  the 
meeting  in  Frankfort,  Thomas  G.  Har- 
rison, was  appointed  chairman,  and  .11- 
le?i  .S’.  Housley,  secretary. 

The  resolutions  of  the  meetings  of 
Frankfort,  Shelbyvillc  and  Georgetown, 
were  read — some  discussion  took  place, 
and  after  as  deFf'cratc  a view  as  possible 
of  the  subjects  under  consideration,  the 
following  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted. 

Resolved,  (asth'c  opinion  of  this  meet- 
ing) That  the  distress  of  the  country  is 
not  sc  great,  nor  the  eni'iarrassment  so 
general  as  is  represented  ; that  embar- 
rassments do  e.xist  to  a very  considerable 
degree,  there  is  no  doubt,  and  it  is  to  be 
lamented  that  an  unjustifiable  thirst  for 
speculation,  an  unwarrantable  degree  of 
extravagance  in  living  and  dress,  a'nd 
other  imprudent  measures,  have  been 
too  generally  given  into  and  indulged, 
which  have  involved  many  into  difficul- 
ties— but,  that  the  calling  of  an  interme- 
diate meeting  of  the  legislature,  and 
thereby  incurring-  a large  expense  ts  the 
state  for  their  relief,  would  be  highly  im- 
proper. 

Resolved,  That  the  suspension  of  spe- 
cie payments  by  the  hanks,  should  not 
be  sanctioned  or  encouraged,  either  by 
the  people  or  legislature  of  Kentucky  ; 
Uiat  incorporated  bodies,  no  more  than 
individuals,  possess  the  right  to  with- 
hold their  means  or  property  from  tiieir 
creditors. 

Resolved,  That  shciild  the  banks  re- 
sort to  the  suspension  of  specie  pay 
ments,  it  would  be  not  only  an  act  of  in- 
justice, but  bad  policy,  as  it  would  go 
still  farther  to  weaken  public  confidence 
in  banking  institutions,  and  even  if  it 
granted  the  relief  desired  at  present, 
(which  is  thought  doubtful)  it  would  be 
an  indulgence  of  extravagance  and  im- 
prudence, and  open  an  avenue  for  the  e- 
mission  of  great  quantities  of  spurious 
paper,  which,  in  the  end,  would  only  in- 
crease onr  dilficulties. 

Resolved,  That  the  most  effectual 
method  of  correcting  the  errors  of  men 
generally,  is,  for  them  to  bear  the  chas- 
tisements they  bring  upon  themselves  ; 
that,  if  individuals  or  banks,  have  been 
extravagant  in  their  engagements,  they 
will  perhaps  be  brought  to  experience 
their  folly  and  profit  thereby,  and  such 
examples  may  havo  a happy  effect  on 
others. 

'Resolved,  Tlizt  under  the  difficulties, 
now  existing,  all  creditors  ought,  and  i' 
is  hoped  and  expected  they  extend  as 
much  forbearance  as  pos.sible,  towards 
all I'.onest  debtors — Provided  this  is  done, 
and  necessary  dispositions  of  propen;- 
made,  with  the  assistance  of  limited 
loans  from  banks,  superfliious  and  need- 
less experces  lopped  off,  and  a course  of 
industry  and  economy  oliserved,  all  the 
evils  now  complained  of  would  find  a re- 
medy ill  the  course  cf  a short  time. 

Resolved,  That  no  real  or  subsia-ntial 
iiencfit  results  to  society  or  the  world, 
from  any  government,  incorporated  bo- 
dy, institution  or  individual,  that  docs  not 
strictly  adhere  to  those  principles, so  far 
as  they  depart  friUTi  them,  so  far  they 
sink  in  the  estimation  cf  an  intelligent 
world,  and  thus  far  prove  a cui-sc  to 
themselves  and  society. 

Resolved,  That  Edmund  Rutter,  Jas. 
Scantlaiid,  William  Brown,  Geo.  Phil- 
lips andHcnry  P.  Calhoun,  Esqs.  heap- 
pointed  a committee  to  correspond  with 
other  committees,  having  in  view  simi- 
lar objects.

Resolved,  That  it  would  be  de- 
sirable, to  ameliorate  the  condition  oi 
the  country  by  legislative  interference, 
if  just  and  efficient  remedies  could  be 
applied  by  the  legislature;  but  that  the 
suspension  of  specie  payment  by  tin- 
banks,  and  an  additional  issue  of  paper 
by  the  same  banks,  would  be  iinpolilir. 
and  unsafe,  as  its  tendency  would  be  t<; 
impar  the  credit  of  the  paper  and  lode- 
feat  the  very  object  intended  to  be  ob- 
tained. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  the  evils  which 
arc  e.xperienccd  at  present,  have  parily 
arisen  from  extensive  loans  to  individii 
als  by  the  banks;  by  which  speculators 
have  been  enabled  to  overwhelm  the 
country  with  iinportaHoiis  of  foreign 
gootls,  to  an  amount  far  beyond  our  ex- 
portations, which  is  at  all  times  injuri- 
ous, and  often  ruinous  to  a country;  and 
that  to  encourage  an  increase  of  loans 
would  but  aggravate  instead  of  diininisli- 
ingthe  evils  of  which  we  complain;  tlm 
an  additional  source,  to  which  the  exist- 
ing evils  and  cmbarrasnients  may  b»- 
tiaced,  originated  in  an  indiscreet  indul- 
gence in  extravagance  and  w iUl  speenh- 
tion,  and  that  the  only  effectual  remedy 
which  ran  he  applied,  is  a curtailment 
of  such  extravagance  and  an  obscrvaiicc 
of  frugality,  industry  and  econouiv. 

3rd.  Resolved,  That  it  is  proper  for 
the  banks  to  loan  prudently  and  in  small 
sums;  not  to  speculators  upon  borrow- 
ed capital,  hut  to  industrious  fariiieis 
and  mechanics,  and  to  liie  prudent  ex- 
porters cf  our  own  produce,  having  a 
particular  regard  to  the  application 
of  the  money,  and  whether  it  be  to  pro- 
mote that  honest  industry  wdiicli'adds  to 
the  wealth  of  a country. 

4tli.  Resolved,  That  it  would  be  in- 
expedient to  convene  the  legislature  be- 
fore the  ordinary  time  appointed  by  law 
for  that  purpo'Se  ; that  it  would  be  cal- 
culated to  e.xcite  a delusive  hope  of  re- 
dress, and  would  probably  relax  those 
exertions  which  are  necessary  to  secure 
the  contemplated  oliject.

FROM  GIBR.ALTAR. 

We  learn  from  Gibraltar,  that  ordeft 
have  been  issued  by  the  Spanish  author- 
ities, for  a hot  impressment  in  all  i’orts 
u])on  the  cost  of  the  ^Mediterranean,  to 
obtain  sailors  to  man  the  shrps  which 
arc  to  convey  the  grand  expedition  to 
Buenos  Ayres,  and  is  expected  every 
day  to  he  ciiforeed  in  Cadiz  and  pthcr 
ports  ill  that  quarter.  It  is  believed  that 
this  measure  will  not  be  very  well  rel- 
iblicd  by  the  poor  sailors,  when  a more 
civil  way  of  procuring  officers  meets 
with  the  most  marked  opposition.  We 
are  informed  from  the  most  unquestion- 
able  aulherity,  that  no  less  than  six  dif- 
ferent commanders  have  been  ordered 
to  the  San  Tolnio,  74,  one  of  the  ships 
intended  to  accompany  the  expedition, 
and  that  all  of  them  refused  to  act.  The 
plea  for  this  refusal  is,  not  from  any 
fear  of  the  Patriots,  but  a belief  that  their 
own  men  are  not  to  be  trusted,  and  that 
ail  confidence  in  the  fidelity  and  loyalty 
cf  those  ivno  are  destined  for  South  A- 
mcrica,  is  lost  — “ The  King,”  say  they, 
“ is  losing  his  power,  and  we  our  hon- 
our.” 

Extensive  purchases  of  provisions 
were  making  at  Gihraltaij  by  the  last 
accounts,  for  the  use  of  the  expedition 
preparing  at  ('adiz,  and  much  wit  and 
wisdom  is  said  to  have  been  displaled  by 
the  Spanish  government  to  raise  money, 
upon  a plecU^e  of  payment  on  the  arriv- 
al of  the  Africa,  74,  and  Sabina  Frigate, 
which  are  expected  from  'Vera  Cruz 
with  millions  ! Until  these  ships  arrive, 
hut  little  can  be  done  towards  the  com- 
pletion of  the  cxp'  ditioii.  lu  the  mean 
lime  we  were  told,  that  the  impudeut 
Patriot  piivatcers  are  daily  peeping  into 
the  harbour  of  Cadi'Z.  -A  Buenos  Ayre- 
aii  privateer  of  22  guns,  was  cruizing 
off  Cadiz  about  Uie  middle  of  March,  oc- 
casionally taking  a “bird’s  eye  view”  of 
the  bay,  to  learn  the  progress  of  the  ex- 
pedition, and  intercepting  vessels  in  iho 
very  teeth  of  the  batteries.  A strong 
reiiiforceineiit  of  those  troublcsonie.cus- 
toiiK-rs  was  scon  expected,  when  the 
tranquility  of  the  w,iters  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean will  no  dnubt  he  disturbed,  tlian 
which  nothing  could  be  more  pr.nclica- 
ble,  and  notliiiig  better  calculated  to  the 
“business  and  bosoms”  of  the  Spaniards', 
the  wretched  situation  of  their  affairs. 

We  further  learn  that  Mr.  Win.  D- 
Robinson,  (whose  release  from  confine- 
ment in  Cadiz  on  his  parole,  we  an- 
nounced a few  days  ago,)  has  made  his 
cxcapc  from  that  place  and,  arrived  at 
Gibraltar.  It  appears  that  as  soon  as 
Mr.  Erving  knew  of  his  arrival  at  Ca- 
diz, he  i.u mediately  commenced  a nc- 
gociaiion  with  the  Marquis  de  Yrujo  for 
.Mr.  R’s  release  from  captivity;  and 
though  the  intercession  of  t!ic  Ameri- 
can Consul  at  Cadiz,  the  Governor  was 
prevailed  upen  not  to  remove  his  pris- 
oner from  Cadiz,  until  turd'er  orders 
from  Madrid — meanwhile  Mr.  R.  obtain- 
ed a personal  interview  with  i!ie  gover- 
nor, with  ivlioiii  his  eloquence  prevailed 
so  lar  as  to  obtain  for  iiiinsulf  the  indul- 
gence of  a parole.  On  the  14th  of 
March  he  was  secretly  iiifornicd  that  or- 
ders were  received  from  Madrul,  se- 
verely reprimanding  the  governor  for 
his  generosity  to  Mr.  R.  and  command- 
ing him  to  put  into  immediate  execu- 
tion the  order  before  confided  to  him, 
directing  the  prisoner  to  be  sent  to  Ceiitai 
he  was  f'.irther  iiifouiicd  that  tlie  town 
Adjutant  with  a guard  was  then  in  pur- 
suit of  him.  The  recollection  of  his 
30  months  of  the  severest  hardships  of 
captivity  rushed  upon  his  mind  and  de- 
termined him  to  fly  from  his  parole.  Ho 
effected  his  escape  on  the  same  day,  in  » 
vessel  lying  in  Cadiz  bay,  the  captain  of 
which,  with  a benevolence  of  heart 
which  does  himself  infinite  honour,  set 
sail  iniuiediatety,  against  a head  wind  j 
and  thus  Mr.  Robinson  bade  adue  to 
Spanish  castles,  jails  and  dungeons,  to 
inhale  once  more  the  wholesome  air  of 
his  own  native  land  of  liberty. 

LATEST  FROM  CADIZ. 

New  York,  May  26. 

Capt.  Williams,  of  the  ship  Seine,  ar- 
rived last  evening  in  42  days  from  Cadiz, 
inlorms  us,  that  the  Grand  Expedition 
was  about  to  get  away  in  all  the  month  oE 
September.  They  had  in  Cadiz  about 
15,000  troops.  Mr.  Sugo,  a passenger 
in  the  Seihe,  is  the  bearer  of  dispatciies 
for  the  Spanish  Minister.  Capt.  Wil- 
liams has  also  dispatches  for  govern- 
ment, from  Mr.  Erving,  our  minister  at 
the  court  of  Madrid. 

_ By  the  Hipponitiies,  arrived  at  Nciv- 
\ork  from  Ciirracoa,  information  lias 
been  received  that  on  the  8tli  ult  eight 
men  ol  war,  convoying  a number  of  mer- 
chant vessels,  that  were  from  Porto  Ca- 
bcllo,  sailed,  as  was  supposed,  for  the 
relief  of  Cumaiia.  It  was  reported  that 
the  royalists  had  beaten  tlie  patriots  at 
La  Guyia  and  Porto  Cabello,  with  the 
loss  of  200  to  250  ill  killed  and  prisoners. 
Gen.  Morijlo  was  at  A'lliaqiia,  on  baord 
the  brig  Hero,  with  his  sta^,  having  with 
him  the  Monarch  of  18  guns,  and  some 
smaller  vessels — in  all  a body  of  600 
men. — Poston  Pat.

The  National  IntelLgeiiCi  r of  the  2Glli  ult. 
in  defemling  the  late  treaty  « ith  Spain,  .against 
some  remarks  in  the  Boston  Centiiiel, commits, 
in  our  humble  opinion,  an  egregious  error, 
Jn  saying  that  some  of  the  largest  of  th'e  Flori- 
da grants  are  located  in  part  of  the  lute  pro- 
vince of  Louisiana.  There  are  many  concess- 
ions made  by  Sijain  to  individuals  in  Louisiana,, 
previous  to  its  retrocession  to  Florida.  But 
all  those  grants  designated  the  country  in 
whicli  the  lands  were  to  be  laid.  It  would  be 
fctrange  indeed,  if  a concession  by  the  croM  n 
of  Spain  for  a parcel  of  laud  in  East  or  West 
I'loriA,  should  be  surveyed  by  the  conce- 
dee  in  the  state  of  Louisiana,  or  in  the  ter- 
ritories of  .\Iissouri  or  Arkansas.

The 
account  given  of  it  by  the  inventor  of 
its  nature  and  properties — is 

1.  'I'liat  on  a well  maintained  post- 
road,  it  will  travel  up  hill  as  fast  as  an 
active  man  Can  walk. 

2.  On  a plain,  even  after  a heavy  rain 
it  will  go  si.x  or  seven  miles  an  liotir, 
which  is  as  swift  as  a courier. 

3.  When  the  roads  arc  dry  aud  firm, 
it  runs  on  a plain  at  the  rate  of  eiglil  or 
nine  miles  an  hour,  which  is  equal  to  a 
horse’s  gallop. 

4.  On  a desrent,  it  equals  a horse  at 
full  speed. 

Its  theory  is  founded  on  the  applica- 
tion of  a wheel  to  the  adieu  of  a mnu 
in  walki:ig.  'With  respect  to  the  econ- 
omy of  power,  this  iiivenii  n may  Ik 
com|)arcd  that  very  ancient  oneef  car- 
riages. .\s  a horse  draws,  in  a well  con- 
structed ea'  ii.age,  both  tlic  carriage  and 
it  sload  n.ucl.  easier  than  he  could  car- 
ry tliC.  load  alone  on  his  hack  ; so  as 
man  conducts,  by  means  of  the  Veioci- 
iPfde,  his  body  easier  than  if  he  had  li's 
whole  weiglit  to  support  on  his  feet.  It 
is  cqu.l;lv  inconiesliblc,  that  the  Veloci- 
pede, as  it  makes  put  r>ne  impi  ession,  or.

THE  WASTE  OP  LIFE.  • 
Anerg;us  was  a gentleman  of  good  es- 
tate, he  was  bred  to  no  business,  and 
could  not  contrive  hew  to  waste  bis  hours 
agreeably;  be  had  no  relish  for  any  of 
the  proper  works  of  life,  nor  any  taste 
at  all  for  the  improvements  of  the  mind  ; 
he  spent  generally  ten  houvs  of  the  four 
and  twenty  in  his  bed  ; he  dozed  away  two 
or  three  more  on  his  couch,  and  as  many 
were  dissolved  in  good  liquor  every  eve- 
ning, if  he  met  with  company  of  his  own 
humor.  Five  or  six  of  the  rest  he  saun- 
tered away  with  much  indolence  : the 
chief  business  of  them  was  to  contrive 
his  meals,  and  to  feed  his  fancy  bcfoi"e- 
hand,  with  the  promise  of  a dinner  and 
supper  ; not  that  he  was  so  very  a glut- 
ton, or  so  entirely  devoted  torppeiite  ; 
but  chiefly  because  he  knew  not  liow  to 
employ  his  thought  belter,  he  let  them 
rove  about  the  sustenance  of  his  body. — 
Thus  he  made  a shift  to  wear  of!’  ten 
years  since  the  paternal  estate  fell  intr 
his  hands  t and  yet  according  to  the  abuse 
of  words  in  our  day,  he  was  called  a man 
of  virtue,  because  he  was  scarce  evci, 
known  to  be  quite  drunk,  nor  was  his  na- 
ture much  inclined  to  Icwdncss. 

One  evening  as  he 'was  musing  alone, 
his  thoughts  happened  to  take  a most 
unusual  turn,  for  they  cast  a glance 
backward,  and  began  to  reflect  on  his 
manner  of  life.  He  bethought  himself 
what  a number  of  living  beings  bad  been 
made  a sacrifice  to  support  his  carcace, 
*and  bow  much  corn  and  wine  had  been- 
-.mingied  with  those  ofi'erings.  He  had 
jiot  quite  lost  all  the  arithmetic  that  he 
learned  when  he  was  a hoy,  and  set  hiin- 
sell  to  coinputa.  what  be  had  devoured 
since  he  came  to  ilic  age  of  man. 

About  a dozen  feathered  creatures, 
small  and  great,  have  one  week  with  an- 
other (said  he)  given  up  their  lives  to 
prolong  mine,  which  in  10  yea/s  amounts 
to  at  least  six  thousand. 

■“  Ffty  sheep  have  been  sacrificed  in  a 
year,  W'ith  half  a hecatomb  of  black  cat- 
tje,  that  I might  have  the  choicest  pari 
ofl'cred  weekly  upon  my  table. — Thus  a 
thousand  beasts  out  of  the  flock  and  the 
herd  have  been  slain  in  ten  years  time, 
to  feed  me,  besides  what  the  forest  has 
supplied  me  with.  Many  hundred  of 
fishes  have  in  all  their  varieties,  been 
robbed  oflife  for  ntiy  repast,  and  of  the 
smaller  fry  as  many  thousands. 

(‘  A measure  of  corn  would  hardly  af- 
ford fine  flour  enough  for  a nvonth’s  pro- 
vision, and  this  arises  to  aborve  six  score 
bushels  ; and  many  hogsheads  of  ale  and 
wine,  and  other  liquors,  have  passed 
through  this  body  of  mine,  this  wretched 
strainer  of  meat  and  drink. 

" And  what  have  I done  all  this  lime 
for  God  or  man  ? What  a vast  profu- 
sion of  good  things  upon  an  useless  life, 
and  a worthless  liver  ? There  is  not  Uie 
meanest  creature  among  all  these  which 
1 have  devoured,  but  hath  answered  the 
cud  of  its  creation  better  than  I.  It  was 


made  to  support  human  nature,  And  it 
hath  done  so.  Every  crab  and  oyster  1 
have  cat,  .nnd  every  grain  of  corn  I have 
devoured,  hath  filled  up  its  place  in  the 
rank  of  beings  with  more  propriety  and 
honor  than  I hav’e  done  : O shaineful 

waste  of  life  and  time  !” 

In  short,  he  carried  on  his  moral  re- 
flections with  so  just  and  severe  a force 
of  reason,  as  constrained  him  to  change 
his  whole  course  of  life,  to  break  oft'  Ins 
follies  at  once,  and  to  apply  himself  to 
gain  some  useful  knowledge,  when  he 
was  more  than  thirty  years  of  age ; h< 
lived  many  years,  with  the  character  of 
a worthy  man,  and  an  excellent  Chris- 
tian ; he  performed  the  kind  ofticcs  of  a 
good  neighbor  at  home,  and  made  a 
shining  figure  as  a patriot  in  tlie  senate- 
house  ; he  died  with  a peaceful  con- 
science, and  the  tears  of  his  country  were 
dropped  upon  his  tomb. 

The  world,  that  knew  the  whole  sc- 
ries of  his  life  stood  amazecl  at  the  migh- 
ty change.  Tlicy  beheld  him  as  a won- 
der of  reformation,  while  lie  himself  con- 
fessed and  adored  tlie  divine  power  ami 
mercy,  which  had  transformed  him  from 
a brute  to  a man. 

But  this  was  a singular  instance  ; and 
wo  almost  may  venture  to  write  miuaci.e 
upon  it.  Are  there  not  nuitibcis  of  both 
sexes  among  our  young  gcntiy,  iu  this 
degenerate  age,  whose  lives  thus  run  to 
utter  waste,  w ithout  the  least  tendency 
to  usefulness  ? 

When  I meet  with  a person  of  such 
a worthless  character  as  this,  it  brings  to 
my  mind  some  scraps  of  Horace,
